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HEN TRAIN 01-UPSFF-18, 
one of our fast forwarder 
freights, rolled west out of Ogden 
recently, alert eyes scanned each car 
looking for anything that might 
cause an accident or a derailment. 
As the train continued westward, 
other eyes took careful note of its 
passage. Agents, telegraphers, main- 
tenance of way gangs, trainmasters 
and crews from passing trains — all 
knowing the necessity for safe opera- 
tions — watched as the train passed 
them. 

By the time it reached. Roseville 
Yard on the first leg. of its trip to 
“San Francisco, the train had been 
inspected at least 20 times by South- 


: ern Pacific people along the right-of- 


way. 

‘The train was also checked ‘by 86 
mechanical “watchmen”.— hot box, 
dragging equipment, high-wide load 
and ‘other types of electronic detec- 

- tors — ‘during its 675-mile journey.

necessary part of the railroad busi- 
ness. Overheated journals, dragging 
equipment and shifted loads can and 
do cause derailments, despite the 
many steps railroads take to prevent 
them. 

“Our operating people have long 
been aware of the importance of 
these inspections,” says O. J. Pil- 
cher, assistant manager of personnel- 
safety, “but train inspection is every- 
body’s job. The more eyes we have 
watching our trains, the safer they 
will be.” 

To emphasize this point, the 
Safety Department, in conjunction 
with SP’s Audio-Visual Center, re- 
cently developed a-27-minute slide 
film presentation explaining what to 
look for during train inspections — 
either aboard the train or beside the 
track. : 

For the past three months, a team 
of Safety and Operating Department 
officers has been ‘bringing this . pro- 


gram, which includes an opportunity ~ 


for. ‘questions and “answers, ‘to “the 


attention. of employes ° throughout “ 
“the system. 


By ‘the time this issue of the Bul. 


letin goes to press, the program: will) 
have an n presented t to: some 12, 000 


employes in a broad range of occu- 
pations. 

“For our operating, mechanical 
and maintenance of way people, the 
program has been more or less'a 
refresher course,” Pilcher points out, 
“but we’ve also presénted it to of- 
fice employes. For many of them the 
program was probably completely 
new.” 

The slide program takes the 
viewer on a step-by-step inspection 
of a train from one end to the other, 
including the locomotive units. 

It illustrates the many things to 
look for, explaining how to recognize 


such defects .as. broken -or ‘loose _ 


wheels, overheated journal bearings, 
shifted loads,‘ hanging -doors, and 
faulty drawbars, couplers, brake rig- 
ging and running gear.

non-operating employes at these pre- 
sentations goes something like this: 

“Suppose I’m in my car at a rail- 
highway intersection: watching one 
of our trains roll past at high speed, 
and I see flames, sparks or dust being 
created by something being dragged 


along under the train, What should’ 


I do?” 

“You should take immediate ac- 
tion to stop the train and tell the 
crew what you have seen,” Pilcher 
answers. “You do that by violently 


waving your arms.or a piece of cloth 
or paper beside the track so that the 
crew can seé.you — or, even better, 
by giving the correct stop signal 
shown in the drawing on page 4. 

“If the crew doesn’t see you or 
doesn’t respond, get to a phone, call 
Southern Pacific and tell someone 
what you have seen, so that the train 
can be stopped by radio or signal.” 

The men. who operate our trains 
believe strongly in train inspections. 
They. check their own and passing 
trains continuously, and they de- 
pend on knowledgeable railroaders 
along the right-of-way to back them 
up. 

“We really, appreciate that ‘high-

ball’ we get after somebody has given, 
our train a ‘roll-by’ inspection,” says 
Houston Division Conductor. John 
T. Jenkins. “It’s great:to know that” 
there area lot of eyes: watching’to 
make sure we’ré o:k.” 

Train crews have ‘been -particu- 
larly enthusiastic about the new pro-

creased the number of SP people”: 


making train inspections. 

Within recent weeks, after watch- 
ing the slide film presentation, em- 
ployes on three different divisions 
have found equipment defects which 
could have caused serious problems. 

“Similar examples could undoubt- 
edly be found on other divisions,” 
Pilcher says. 

Sacramento Division Conductor ~ 
L. W. Hooper, who took part in the 
program at Carlin, Nevada, was 
making a walking inspection of his 
train at Weso when he spotted a 
cracked wheel. The car was set out. 
Later the same day, he detected a 
wheel sliding on another car of his 
train. 

Western Division Switchman 
John Columbo was “walking” a cut 
of cars due to be picked up by an _

eastbound train at Ozol, Calif. He, 
too, found a broken wheel and ar- 
ranged to have the car set out. 

Tucson Division Conductor F, A. 
Billman and Brakeman N. Shires of 
El Paso observed a carload of auto- 
mobiles in their train that had exces- 
sive lateral movement. When they 
slowed the train, the lateral move- 
ment continued, so they set out the 
car, Inspection revealed that lugs 
had worn off a bolster on the car. 

All four men were commended by 
their superintendents for their alert- 
ness and quick action which “con- 
tributed significantly to the safety 
of our railroad.” 

After taking part in the program, 
Barbara Conyers, a clerk in the Tuc- 
son Yard Office, believes she can now 
contribute (“in my own small way”) 
to train operations. 

“It really helps to know what to 
look and listen for when I see a train 
rolling past,” she says. 

Manny Cauchi and Thomas Ross, 
also clerks at Tucson, feel the same 
way. Ross, a former semi-pro base- 


ball catcher who played in the Texas 
League years before the big leagues 
were opened to blacks, points out 
that the program has led all em- 
ployes to be more interested in train 
operations. 

“I believe it should be repeated 
from time to time,” he says. 

Cauchi saw the slide film presen- 
tation five times, usually during off- 
duty hours. “Every time I saw it, I 
learned something more,” he says

Livermore Arcade Shopping Center: 


SP Project to Revitalize Downtown Area 


Ground -breaking ceremonies on 
November 22 marked the start of 
construction for the $4.3 million 
Livermore Arcade Shopping Center, 
first phase of a nine-block, 23-acre 
commercial development on former 
railroad property in the heart of the 
city. 

This initial phase, to be completed 
in about one year, is the first proj-

ect undertaken solely by Southern 
Pacific Development Company, a 
new SP subsidiary created to engage 
in various types of developments of 
Company-owned or purchased prop- 
erty. Dan J, Hanesworth is the 
project manager. 

Participating in the ground-break- 
ing ceremonies were SP Land Com- 
pany President Greg Linde, Liver- 
more Mayor Robert Pritchard, City 
Manager William Parness, members 
of the City Council, the Planning 
Commission, and officials represent- 
ing the shopping center’s principal 
tenants. 


The Livermore Arcade Shopping 
Center will consist of six one-story 
buildings on a nine-acre landscaped 
site. A Safeway store will occupy ap- 


proximately 33,000 square feet of 
space, and a Longs Drug Store will 
occupy about 26,000 square feet. 

The remaining 40,000 square feet 
in this initial project will be taken 
by some 10 to 12 other commercial 
tenants providing a variety of prod- 
ucts and services. 

Planning and development of the 
total nine block project have been 
underway for the past two years, in 
coordination with the city staff, City 
Council, and other local agencies. It 
required shifting of SP trackage to 
free needed Jand for the center. 

“The project will add materially 
to the tax base and revenues of the 
city and play a key part in revitaliz- 
ing Livermore’s downtown area,” 
Mayor Pritchard said.

Other features include 
electric blue flag protection, and a 
10-track ready area, surfaced to top 
of rail, capable of handling up to 90 
locomotive units. 

A modern oil separation and water 
treatment system prevents any pos- 
sibility of pollution, releasing only 
clean water from the facility. 

The roundhouse foreman, located 
in an air conditioned tower office,
